BIZERTE; CHUTISTS SEIZE AIR BASE 


Tripoli Called 


Last Refuge of 
Fugitive Axis 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—(#)—Allied 
ang liberated French troops made 
contact tonight with the Germans 
in a drive toward Bizerte, where 
American Flying Fortresses al- 
ready had attacked with their first 
sweep in force on the North Afri- 
can front, and Allied parachutists 
captured a vital airdrome deep in 
Tunisia. 


British and American advance 
forces were within 70 miles of the 
German-‘‘captured” Bizerte naval 
base. 


The Allies also had crossed the 
Tunisian frontier at several points. 
The French under command of 
General Henri Honore Giraud, 
were moving with them, and garri- 
sons inside Tunisia were fighting 
the Germans and striving for a 
union with the east-bound All‘ -s. 
Gap Closing. 

The gap between the British 
First Army in Tunisia and the 
Eighth Army sweeping Rommel 
before them in Libya narrowed to 
800 miles as the forces of General 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery drove 
to within 70 miles of Bengasi. 

A third powerful Allied «force 
was reported striking north from 
Lake Chad toward Tripoli over 
1,000 miles of Libyan desert, 
slamming shut a triangular trap 
on the Axis troops still at large in 
North Africa. 

“Heavy fighting” still lies ahead 
of the Allies, a British military 
commentator said and reports that 
Hitler was massing 1,000 planes 
and moving troops from Russia to 
the Mediterranean basin bore this 
out. 

The Fortresses exploded gaso- 
line and munition dumps in Bi- 
zerte, where the Germans boasted 
they held the initiative. They also 
destroyed grounded planes. 

An Allied communique said that 
advance elements of the British 
First Army, British and United 
States parachute troops and 
French Allied forces have entered 
Tunisia at several points. 

“Contacts have been made with 
enemy scouting parties,” the com- 
munique added. 


Last Refuge. 

These developments were re 
ported tonight from the thick of 
battle fast shaping up in Tunisia 
for control of the air, land and 
sea lanes of Tripoli, last possible 
refuge of the disorganized Axis 
desert armies. 

The Fortress raid, in which Axis 
supplies were blown up in the key 
‘naval-air base, was the first car- 
ried out in force by the big Amer- 
‘ican bombers in Africa, although 
Brigadier General Jimmy Doolit- 
tle already had had a taste of 
combat in a Fortress en route to 
the new battlefront. 

The parachutist exploit far in- 
side Tunisia was described in an 
Allied headquarters communique 
on Radio Morocce as one of the 
most important air-borne opera- 


tions ever accomplished.

OTTAWA, Nov. 18.—(4)—El- 
liott M. Little, director of the 
national selective service, has sub- 
mitted his resignation in a letter 
stating bluntly he had encounter- 
ed “friction and obstructionism” 
which had resulted in “virtual 
paralysis” of the selective service 
organization. 

The resignation was accepted. 

In his letter, addressed to Labor 
Minister Humphrey Mitchell, who 
has ministerial jurisdiction over 
selective service, Little said: 

1. In the fourth year of war 
there was “no clear directive from 
the government on man power 
policy” and “quite inadequate or- 
ganization to achieve a total and 
balanced man power effort.” 

Big Responsibilities. 

2. He found himself carrying 
grave responsibilities “without 
commensurate authority.” 

3. He had submitted a compre- 
hensive proposal to put selective 
service in a position to achieve its 
objectiyes but Mitchell had failed 
to “give the vitally essential func- 
tion of wartime selective service 
the support it must have.” 

4 It had been agreed offices 
of the unemployment insurance 
commission would become selec- 
tive service offices but seven 
months had passed and “selective 
service is still in the ridiculous 
position of lacking undisputed 
control over its only possible field 
nachinery.” 

Efforts Blocked. 

5 Selective service had been 
unaccountably hindered and

Speaking after the successful occupation 
ef North Africa, Prime Minister Churchill said 
we are witnessing, “not the beginning of the 
end. but the end of the beginning.” 

President Roosevelt, speaking over radio 
on Tuesday night, described the successes in 
North Africa and the naval victory in the Solo- 
mons area as apparently the “turning point of 


the war.” 

The President, however, added a word of 
wise warning. There is no time, he said, for 
exultation, there is time only for working and 
fighting. 

The recent successes should serve, not to 
bring e@bout any lessening in effort by any 
indivittral among us, but to make us work and 
sacrifice and give more than ever before. 

The fighter in the ring who has landed an 
effective blow upon his opponent does not drop 
his guard nor waste time in self-congratulation. 
He follows up that blow with one harder and 
strives to keep the telling blows coming s0 
hard and fast that his foe cannot weather the 
storm. 

That must be our reaction. Where we have 
worked hard in the past, we must add a little 
more effort and increase our work contribution 
for the future. Where we have bought one war 
bond per month before, we must buy two, now, 
It is our work and our contributions which 
have creat2d and paid for the equipment, the 
supplies and munitions that made possible the 
victories we have won. 

‘ The bullets and bombs and shells that won 
yesterday's battle, however, are expended. We 
must furnish still greater quantities of muni- 
tions for the greater victories that must be

No Unnecessary Deferments 

President Roosevelt has asked all federal 
departments and agencies to cancel any mili- 
tary draft deferments granted to governmental 
employes. No man, he states, should be excused 
from military service on the sole ground that 
he is employed by the federal government, 
either in Washington or elsewhere. 

For those few possible exceptions, the essen- 
tial, technically trained men who could not be 
replaced, the President asks that he, personally, 
be given full details in’each case so that each 
may be passed upon individually. 

The President is, of course, entirely right. 


in this action. In no line of activity, public or’ 


private, should any man be deferred from the 
draft unless his work is absolutely essential 
to the war effort or the public safety, and he 
cannot be replaced. 

As for federal employes, there is a feeling 
throughout the country that many departments 
or agencies of the government are already over- 
staffed. Reports from Washington indicate that 
some branches have gone wild on the hiring of 
new employes, with the result that some have 
little work to do. 

It is impossible to tell how many civilian 
employes are actually needed in time of war. 
Certainly, however, none should be paid who 
are unnecessary. This wSuld be unfair to the 
already overburdened taxpayers. Nor should 
any be exempt from military service merely 
because they are government workers. This 
would be totally unfair to the millions of men 
who are being called to the armed Services. 

While on the subject of government em- 
ployes, it should be noted there is now pending 
in the senate a proposal, known as the “War 
Overtime Pay Act of 1942,” which would make 
a 44-hour work week mandatory for all federal 
civilian officers and employes and, at the same 
time, give to all a minimum of four hours of 
overtime pay each week. 

Undoubtedly some of these workers deserve 
extra pay for extra effort; undoubtedly some 
are underpaid at the present time, but until 
the need for all such

Another Monkey Wrench 

One of the lame duck senators, Josh Lee, of 
Oklahoma, who was defeated for re-election in 
the recent balloting, is apparently again trying 
to throw a monkey wrench into the national war 
program. 

This time, the Oklahoman is sponsoring a 
proposal for a congressional investigation of 
the gasoline rationing system, with the appar- 
ent object of delaying the institution of ration- 
ing, scheduled for December‘1, in those states 
where it is not yet in force. 


If the Lee proposal is approved by congress 
it will automatically, defer that rationing for 
at least three months. And there is no justifica- 
tion, in war time, for congress to investigate 
a situation which we all concede has already 
been thoroughly studied and analyzed by com- 
petent authorities, 

It is generally understood that the prime 
reason for gasoline rationing is to save the 
rubber remaining in tires. By cutting down on 
gasoline, the motorist is compelled to reduce his 
driving to the minimum, thus extending the 
life of his tires. It is the rubber shortage which 
is serious. 

No one, apparently, outside of officialdom, 
has thoroughly understood why gasoline ration- 
ing should have been, for all these months, 
limited to the 17 eastern states. Transportation 
problems may be slightly more difficult in this 
area, nevertheless the urgency for conserving 
rubber is equally great all over the nation. 

The rationing authorities at Washington 
are, of course, humanly capable of making 
mistakes, but when they declare gasoline ration- 


ing necessary for the proper prosecution of the 


war, the public generally is quite willing to 
make necessary sacrifices and accept, cheer- 
fully, whatever inconvenience is involved, 

But no one can see any logical reason for 
the Lee effort to postpone gaSoline rationing 
in states which have already enjoyed, for many 
months, what looks upon the surface to be an 
unwarranted advantage over the 17 eastern 
states which have already been rationed. 

Now, too, the 17 orjginal states in the ration- 
ing program, are to have their coupon value cut 
to three gallons, whereas the nation-wide plan 
will give motorist in other states four gallons 
per coupon. We of the east may not under- 
stand why we .are called upon for greater 
sacrifice than other parts of the country. We 
accept it, however, as part of the war. We 
certainly don’t see why congressional interfer- 
ence should again leave us holding the entire 
burden of auto travel curtailment, for another 
three months at least. 

We feel that saved rubber is equally valuable, 
whether it is saved in Georgia, Oklahoma, In- 
diana or any other state.

News that gold coin, long a stranger to the 
American palm, is working its potent magic for 
the doughboys in North Africa, furnishes an- 
other example of the efficiency with which 
the offensive on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean was carried out. Official Washington 
Says all it knows about the presence of gold 
in that war zone is “what it reads in the 
papers.”

Gold coin apparently was just another de- 
tail in the careful and thorough planning that 
preceded the landing of. American troops in 
the French North African colonies. For the 
desert tribesman, who never heard of Fort 
Knox, knows gold when he sees it, and to him 
it is something valid. Where he might scoff at 
paper money, the tribesman recognizes gold 
as the only legal tender. Gold in payment for 
goods or services is highly satisfactory to them. 

At home gold may be only for jewelry, den- 
tistry or treasury vaults. Along the shores of 
the cobalt Mediterranean it spells “dough” 
with a capital D. After all, why should the 
sons of the desert worry their turbanned heads 
over such a complicated matter as a managed 
currency?

HOW TO LOSE WAR WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.+Demands 


for a congressional investigation have 
followed a recent radio speech by Representative Maas, Republi- 
can, of Minnesota, who made a lot of dubious charges about the 
conduct of the war in the Pacific. 

Even the Republican leader of the house, 
Representative Martin, of Massachusetts, has 
indicated that he is prepared to support the 
proposed inquiry.

Carl Vinson, of Georgia, has aptly put it, one 
sure way to lose the war is for congress to 
try to run it. 

If the statement of Minority Leader Martin 
is a sample of what the country may expect 
from the increased Republican membership in 
the forthcoming new congress, then God help 
the country. ' 

Even assuming that 80 per cent of what 
Representative Maas charged was true, there 
would still be no justification for a congres- 
sional investigation. To order one in the midst 

of the Solomons battle, against which most of his complaints were 
aimed, would be to play directly into the hands of the enemy. 

Those sponsoring the asinine idea would have the Navy De- 
partment lay down everything else and appear before a select con- 
gressional committee for a week or ten days to inform congress 
on everything that is going on. That might be simpler if the Japs 
and the Germans would agree to stop fighting while our naval 
heads took time out to answer charges. 


WOULD DEMORALIZE LEADERS But just in case the 


Japs and Germans 
wouldn’t, it would mean that many of our higher officers, those 
charged with the important responsibility of mapping naval plans 
for a war in five oceans, would have to divide their time between 
congress and the enemy. Any inquiry of the kind would be about 
the most demoralizing thing that could happen, of course. Its 
beneficiary results would be absolutely nil. 

Without the supporting statement of Minority Leader Martin it 
is doubtful that the Maas charges would have arisen above the 
level of a political ashcan. The fact that Navy” Department offi- 
cials tried to suppress it, after getting advance word of its contents, 
also tended to dramatize his remarks. 

What he says is’‘so ridiculously untrue that it does not rate 
one-tenth of the notice it has received. Only by virtue of the fact 
that the Minnesota congressman is a colonel in the Marine Corps 
Aviation Reserve and the ranking minority member of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee did his remarks attract national attention. 


MAAS’ CHARGES Among other things, he charged that “We 

are still losing the war 
that “We have been losing it every day since Pearl Harbor,” and 
that the American people haven't been permitted to realize this 
because of the policy of the Navy Department in suppressing the 
bad news and sugar-coating the little that was good. 

He also made serious charges about the lack of any unity of 
command in.the Pacific. 

It is true that we have taken an awful licking in the Pacific, 
chiefly becaus¢ of our lack of preparation and the jump the Japs 
got on us by the foulblow struck at Pearl Harbor. 

But the most confirmed pessimist

the Midway battles a setback on our side. 
Japs for a looper from which they will be a long time recovering. 


Nothing has been seen of the main body of the Nipponese fleet 


Since those engagements. 

And if the successful attack we made on the Solmons, our first 
offensive action in the Pacfic, was a defeat, we only need more 
like it to win the war. 

Representative Maas makes the complaint that “We are carry- 
ing on so many second fronts that we seem to have had little or 
nothing left with which to carry our own first front in the Pa- 
cific.” In support of his case he says that the other fronts are 
“pressure fronts,” or fronts undertaken locally to satisfy our Allies.

That is an example of the 
kind of military strategy to be expected of congress if congress 
takes over the task of running the war. The whole theme of the 
global strategy our military leaders have mapped out for the war 
calls for disposing of Germany first and then taking care of the 
Japs afterward. Hitler was threatening the world for two years 
before the ambitious Japs, seeing an opportunity to grab off new 
territory, got mixed up in it. :

justly Punished Did Not 
‘Heal His Stripes 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A woman doctor who lived ; lone in an apartment adjoining her 
office was found dead on her bed. There was no evidence of @ 
struggle, and the knife that had cut her throat had disappeared. 

A man was accused of the murder, arrested and jailed, and in 
due time brought to trial. Apparently there was no evidence against 
him except the fact that he knew the woman. 

Like other cases in which the principals are prominent and there 
is some element of mystery, the crime and the trial soon ranked as 
public entertainment No, 1. 

When the testimony was completed, the judge instrua@ged the 
jury to return a verdict of not guilty. He said: “A conviction of 
the defendant is not warranted, for the reason that the evidence 
does not prove the defendant guilty beyond a reasonable doubt.” 

The accused man was set free. The law was through with him, 
The question is, did the law give him justice? 

Those trained in the rules and customs of the law will doubtless 
say yes. But laymen, who have no reverence for the customs of 
the law, will have a different answer. 

The judge did not say: “This innocent man has been wronged. 
You must declare him innocent, and the state must make adequate 
recompense for the hurt it has done him.” He had no authority to 
say that. 

What he did say was altogether proper and correct by legal 
tradition, but to the lay mind it meant only this: “The law did 
not have the evidenee to convict you. You may go.” ® 

Assuming that he was indeed innocent, note what the law had 
done to him without cause. It had disgraced him and his family 
and ruined his career, for many people would always. regard him 
as the murderer who wasn't convicted. It had locked him behind 
bars, and made him a public spectacle, and insulted and shamed 
him by false accusations. It had kept him from his work for many 
weeks, and forced him to spend thousands of dollars. And at last 
it had turned him loose without apology for its persecutions. 

All of that may seem unimportant—when it happens to sOme- 
body else. But what if it should happen to you? It could, you know. 

When a man accused of murder is set free, one of two things 
must be true. The law has failed of its duty and turned loose a 
killer. or it has cruelly wronged an innocent man. 

If it has wronged him, and yet offers no recompense or recourse, 
what more could tyranny do?

You know a lot more about nu-| 
trition than you did a year, or sO 
You know all vitamins, and 
know something about min- 
and protein and carbohy- 
grates. But how much of what you | 
know are you using? Are you go- | 
ing right along with your same old 
ways of eating? 

We must put this nutrition 
knowledge to work to win the war! | 
This applies not only to the house- 
wife, but to the working girl, 
whether she eats in a restaurant 
or cooks at home. It applies to the | 
working man, whether he carries | 
his lunch, orders it from a counter | 
or eats in a restaurant, or travels | 


on the road. It means everybody. 

Get the essentials first, for they 
are the ones that give more power. 
Have the three meals furnish the 
complete list of protective foods— 
that’s the way to put nutrition to 
work.

The Social Service Commission 
report to the convention in session 
here had said that to eliminate 
ihe growing menace to 
diseases, it recommended that: 

1. All draftees rejected or de- 

ferred because of syphilis be re- 
quired by the government to sub- 
mit to treatment. 
2. That stations be established 
at central locations throughout 
the nation, and that infected per- 
sons be confined, treated and re- 
habilitated so far as possible. 

3. That every legitimate means 
of educating the people concern- 
ing the menace of social diseases 
be employed. 

4. That the church

The convention adopted the 
commission's report.

On prohibition, the committee 
recommended that the church 
work for a return of state and 
national prohibition; that appeals 
be continued to the President and 
congressional representatives urg-
